Following the blowing open of 
the safe deposit vault in the Mer- 
chants’ and Farmers’ Bank at St, 
Clair, Mo., at 3 a. m. today, a Sher- 
iff’s posse at 12:30 p. m. surround- 
ed and captured seven armed men 
near Pacific, Mo., five of whom had 
taken shelter in a clubhouse on the 


Meramec River. 

When the posse encircled the 
building, calling upon the men te 
come out, one attempted to throw 
nitroglycerin from a second-story 
window, and it exploded, blowing his 
right hand off, and injuring him so 
severely that a physician said he had 
but slight chance of recovery. Thig 
man gave his name as Charles Bar- 
rington of 3032 Easton avenue, Bt. 
| Louis, and asked that his wife be 
_ notified. ; 

The other six, all of whom had 
revolvers, refused to give their 
names, or to make any statement 
| whatever. They were locked up in 
the Pacific jail. 

: No trace thus far has been found 
of safety deposit boxes which were 
stolen from the bank, St. Clair is 
532 miles southwest of St. Louis on 
the Frisco Railroad, in Yrankling 
County. 

Citizens Join in Search. 

Since early this morning a posse 
of citizens in automobiles, armed 
with revolvers, shotguns and rifles, 
had been following an automobile 
containing seven men, which had 
been reported on the road from &t. 
Clair to Union, the county seat. This 
machine passed through Union about 
noon, closely followed by the posse, 

Sheriff Gehlert and residents of 
Union joined the posse there, and 
continued the chase, meantime tele- 
phoning ahead to the authorities at 
Pacific to watch for the machine, 
whereupon a second posse of about 
75 went out from Pacific to meet the 
other. 

On the outskirts of Pacific, two 
men were encountered walking to- 
ward the town. They were held up 
Ald disarmed. At about the same 
Ume the posse coming on from 
Union came upon the pursued auto 
mobile, which had broken down and 
had been abandoned about two miles 
out of Pacific

Gor. Hyde, it is announced, will send a specia 
good-roads message to the Legislature this week, but! 

“I don't care if the 
road bills are printed for public consideration,’ Mr. 
Hyde is quoted as saying, “but I don’t want that 
consideration in Jefferson City. There will be a spe-| 
cial session of the Legislature for that purpoge.”’ 

The same sentiment has been expressed by other: 
spokesmen of the administration—the fear that the 
introduction of road bills will divert the Legislature's 
attention from other matters. 

But what other matters compare with the good 
roads question in importance to the people of Mis- 
souri? The whole administration program from be- 
ginning to end might be called inconsequential in 
comparison with adequate, capable good roads legis- 
lation. And where, if anywhere, should this question 
be considered if not at Jefferson City? 

Mr. Hyde's attitude on this question is disquieting, 
and so is the attitude of his administration. As a 
candidate Mr. Hyde dodged the roads bonds issue. He 
was vehement for smashing the iniquitous Demo- 
eratic machine at Kansas City, tenderly considerate 
of the Republican machine in Louis and silent 
as to the desirability of lifting Missouri out of the: 
mud. The overwhelming vote for the road bonds 
seemingly should have inspired him with the courage 
to face this question, but if Mr. Hyde has any idea 
as to legislation Missouri should have for expending 
$60,000,000 on good roads, Missouri does not know it. 

All Missouri bas heard from Mr. Hyde on this ques- 
tion is that a special session of the Legislature would 
be called immediately at the close of the regular 
session, to enact good roads legislation. Now that 
has been qualified. There is to be a gap, we are 
informed, between the regular session and the special 
session, the latter to be called some time in April.

President Wilson has acted Wisely in declining to 
intervene in the railroad controversy. The reasons 
given for his declination are conclusive. 

in his reply to the railroad wnions Mr. 
points out that. under the act of Feb. 28, 1920, all 
questions of railroad finance and management come 
within the jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and a!!l disputes between the railroads 
and the employes are referred to the Railway Labor 
Board.
